that  section  4  of  the  “  Forest  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1946,”  amending  section  17  of  the 
“  Forest  Act,”  being  chapter  102  of  the  “  Re¬ 
vised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
provides  in  the  following  terms  for  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  fund  for  the  silvicultural  treat¬ 
ment  of  Crown  lands  logged  east  of  the  Cas¬ 
cade  Mountains: — 

“(7-)  In  the  case  of  Crown  timber  situated 
east  of  the  Cascade  Mountains  and  sold  under

this  section. 

“(8.)  The  amount  determined  under  subsec¬ 
tion  (7)  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  centum  of 
the  total  stumpag'e  collected  under  the  contract 
of  purchase. 

“(9.)  The  amount  determined  under  sub¬ 
section  (7)  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  revenue 
and  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriate  funds 
administered  by  the  Forest  Service  and  used 
for  the  purpose  of  protection,  reduction  of  fire 
risks,  and  promotion  of  new  growth  on  Crown 
lands.” 

And  to  recommend  that  a  fund  to  be  known 
as  the  “  Silviculture  Fund  ”  be  established  and 
administered  by  the  Fore.st  Service  for  the 
purpose  described  in  the  said  subsections.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
